A  century-old  theater 
designed  by  famed  architect 
Clarence  Blackall  could  be 
demolished  by  next  Thursday 


if  a  judge  denies  a  request  to 
save  it  until  ongoing  lawsuits 
are  settled.  The  lawsuits  chal¬ 
lenge  the  legality  of  zoning 
and  eminent  domain  takings 
needed  to  build  a  30-story 
apartment  tower  that  would 
replace  the  Gaiety  Theatre. 

In  a  hearing  that  had  the¬ 
ater  preservationists  on  edge. 


Judge  Keith  C.  Long  of  the 
Massachusetts  Land  Court 
heard  testimony  yesterday  for 
and  against  delaying  the 
demolition  of  the  vacant 
Chinatown  theater. 

The  Gaiety's  owner, 
Kensington  Investment 
Company,  was  granted  a 
demolition  permit  by  the  city 


last  week,  though  it  was 
instructed  to  withhold  demo¬ 
lition  until  tomorrow,  so  that 
abutters  could  be  properly 
notified. 

The  Glass  Slipper,  which 
abuts  the  Gaiety,  filed  for  an 
emergency  injunction  to  stop 
Kensington  from  demolishing

BRA  Approves  Biolab

The  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  announced  earlier 
this  month  that  after  months 
of  negotiating  with  developers 
and  city  officials  --  and  even 
holding  a  sit-in  at  city  hall  --  it 
has  finally  struck  a  deal  to 
purchase  partially  subsidized 
space  at  the  Metropolitan, 
which  provides  low-  and 
moderate-income  housing  as 
well  as  market-rate  and  luxury 
units. 

The  association  hopes  to 
close  the  deal  this  month  and 
to  move  into  the-newly  built 
23-story  building  by  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  2005,  said  its  director, 
Lydia  Lowe.  Replacing  its  cur¬ 


rent  headquarters  at  33 
Harrison  Ave.,  the  space  in  the 
Metropolitan  will  be  a  third 
larger  in  size,  hold  more  class-

Chinatown  Groups 
Must  Work  Together 
for  Hudson  St.  Parcel 


Parcel  24,  the  parcel  of 
land  along  Hudson  Street/ 
is  now  up  for  bid.  If  neigh¬ 
borhood  leaders  and  groups 
work  together,  this  could 
turn  out  to  be  a  wonderful 
opportunity  for  new  afford¬ 
able  housing  for 
Chinatown. 

For  about  two  years 
Chinatown  groups  (exclud¬ 
ing  some  members  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council)  have  worked 
together  to  speak  in  a  uni¬ 
fied  voice  about  the  parcel. 
This  coalition  wants  the 
land  to  be  sold  for  a  nomi¬ 
nal  value  and  for  the  project 
to  include  much  affordable 
housing  —  after  all  it  was 
taken  from  the  community 
decades  ago  for  highway 
use.  The  many  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups  who  orga¬ 
nized  around  this  goal 
showed  strength  in  their 
numbers  and  were  a  per¬ 
suasive  force. 


If  members  of  the 
Chinatown  community  who 
put  so  much  time  and  effort 
into  the  process  want  to  see 
their  goals  reached  --  or  at 
least  an  acceptable  compro¬ 
mise  reached  —  they  will 
need  to  continue  to  work  at 
it  and  to  continue  to  work 
together.  They  should  also 
be  open  to  an  expected  pro¬ 
posal  by  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation,  a  community 
nonprofit  developer  intend¬ 
ing  to  bid  on  the  parcel. 

This  is  not  to  say  they 
should  give  the  developer  — 
or  any  community  develop¬ 
er  —  a  free  ride.  And  they 
should,  in  the  end,  support 
-the  project  that  best  fits  the 
community,  no  matter  who 
the  developer  is.  But 
ACDC's  development  will 
likely  —  and  should  --  be 
closest  to  the  community7  s 
vision  for  Parcel  24.

New  Housing 
Coming  to  Hudson 
Street's  "Parcel  24" 
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rooms,  and  allow  for  the 
association  to  create  new 
offices  that  suit  its  needs. 

"It's  space  that  we  get 
to  design  ourselves,"  said 
Lowe. 

Owning  its  headquar¬ 
ters  will  be  a  first  for  the 
27-year-old  Chinese 
Progressive  Association, 
which  has  previously 
always  rented.  The  pur¬ 
chase  will  add  security 
and  a  feeling  of  perma¬ 
nence  to  the  association, 
said  its  leaders. 

City  Councilor  Chuck 
Turner,  who  has  support¬ 
ed  the  association's  goal  of 
purchasing  space  in  the 
Metropolitan,  said  that 
owning  its  own  headquar¬ 
ters  will  make  the  grass¬ 
roots  group  an  "institu¬ 
tion"  in  the  community. 

Prior  to  reaching  the 
agreement  with  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the 
Metropolitan's  developers, 
Lowe  had  feared  the  asso¬ 
ciation  wouldn't  be  able  to 
purchase  the  space, 
though  it  was  verbally 
promised  so  years  ago  — 
and  despite  the  fact  that 
the  association  had  helped 
fight  two  earlier  proposals 
for  parking  garages  that,  if 
built,  would  have  prevent¬ 
ed  the  construction  of  the 
Metropolitan.  Lowe 
feared  the  Metropolitan's 


developers  would  either 
select  a  different  tenant  or 
price  the  space  too  high. 
The  association  also  dis¬ 
agreed  with  condo  fees 
that  the  BRA  had  earlier 
negotiated,  saying  that  the 
fees  were  for  twice  the 
amount  of  space  it  would 
actually  own. 

In  October,  members  of 
the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  held  a  five- 
hour  sit-in  at  the  offices  of 
the  BRA,  demanding  it 
lower  the  condo  fees. 


Under  the  new  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  BRA,  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  cost  of  the 
condo  fees  will  be  subsi¬ 
dized  by  the  BRA  and  will 
only  need  to  be  repaid  if 
the  association  eventually 
sells  its  space. 

"We  think  it's  a  very 
good  solution  to  what  was 
a  very  complicated  prob¬ 
lem,"  said  Lowe. 

In  an  e-mailed  com¬ 
ment  about  the  negotia¬ 
tion,  the  BRA  said  it 
understood  the  situation 


that  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
was  in  and  that  it  was 
committed  to  finding  a 
solution. 

"We're  very  happy  that 
it's  come  to  a  conclusion," 
said  Douglas  Ling  of  the 
Asian  Community 
Development 
Corporation,  which  co¬ 
developed  the 
Metropolitan  with 
Edward  A.  Fish 
Associates. 

Now  that  the  associa¬ 
tion  has  secured  its  new 
space,  Lowe  said  the  focus 
will  turn  to  fundraising. 
Currently,  the  association 
is  trying  to  raise  $1.5  mil¬ 
lion,  which  will  pay  for 
the  cost  of  the  space, 
building  rooms  and  walls, 
furniture,  and  equipping 
the  unit  with  electricity, 
heating,  and  plumbing. 

So  far,  the  association 
has  raised  $825,000. 

Last  Friday,  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association  held  a  cele¬ 
bration  announcing  the 
new  headquarters. 

Reminiscing  about  the 
association's  first  home  in 
a  run-down  loft  at  27 
Beach  St.,  chairperson 
Suzanne  Lee  said  at  the 
celebration:  "We've  come 
a  long  way." 


Request  for 
Proposals  Released

Residents  of  Hudson 
Street  in  Chinatown  will 
soon  have  some  300  new 
neighbors. 

The  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority,  which 
owns  a  parcel  of  land  along 
Hudson  Street  (South  of 
Kneeland  Street)  released  a 
request  for  proposals  last 
week  that  will  allow  devel¬ 
opers  to  compete  to  build  a 
rental  and  condo  housing 
project  at  the  site,  dubbed 
Parcel  24,  which  is  slightly 
larger  than  an  acre  in  size. 

The  proposal  calls  for  a 
building  that  maximizes  the 
number  of  "affordable" 
units  and  is  155-to  185-feet 
high  near  Kneeland  Street 
and  55-  to  65-feet  high  near 


the  southern  tip  of  the  par¬ 
cel,  near  Tai  Tung  Street. 
Space  for  parking  and  retail 
shops  will  also  be  included 
in  the  project,  as  will  5,000- 
to  10,000-square  feet  of 
community  space  and  a 
small  park. 

Proposals  are  due  by 
March  15. 

Chinatown  groups  have 
advocated  for  the  past  two 
years  that  Parcel  24  be  used 
for  low-income  and  afford¬ 
able  housing  for  Chinatown 
and  that  it  be  sold  for  a 
nominal  fee  to  a  community 
developer.  The  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation  helped  lead 
much  of  the  advocacy,  but 
recently  stepped  down 
from  that  role  as  it  will 
compete  to  develop  the  par¬ 
cel,  possibly  with  another 
development  company. 

Douglas  Ling,  director 
of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation, 
said  he  hopes  Parcel  24's 
development  reflects  the 
community's  vision  for  the 
parcel,  and  that  he  hopes 
the  Turnpike  Authority  will 
consider  selling  the  land  for 
a  nominal  value.  The 
Turnpike  Authority  has 
said  it  wants  to  make  some 
profit  from  the  sale,  though 
it  won't  necessarily  sell  to 
the  highest  bidder. 

Ling  said  that  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation  was  still  con¬ 
sidering  teaming  with 
Edward  A.  Fish  Associates, 
as  it  did  in  the  development 
of  the  newly  built 
Metropolitan  on  Oak  Street, 
to  compete  for  the  project.

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City  Gives  Go  Ahead 

to  a  densely  populated 
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lab,  which  is  mostly  fund¬ 
ed  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  has  attracted  local 
and  national  controversy 
because  it  would  be 
required  by  the  federal 
government  to  primarily 
research  pathogens  that 
could  be  used  as  agents  of 
bioterror  and  because  it 
would  contain  so-called 
biosafety  level  4  labs, 
which  research  the  world's 
most  highly  hazardous  - 
and  often  incurable  - 
pathogens  such  as  Ebola. 
Level  4  is  the  highest  level 
of  biological  containment. 

The  lab  would  be  locat¬ 
ed  on  Albany  Street  in  the 
South  End  neighborhood 
of  Boston. 

Unlike  at  earlier  meet¬ 
ings  for  BU's  proposed  lab, 
the  number  of  supporters 
at  Tuesday's  hearing  far 
outnumbered  the  oppo¬ 
nents.  More  than  50  people 
—  including  Chinatown 
leaders  Bill  Moy  and  Frank 
Chin,  some  Roxbury  and 
South  End  residents,  and 
numerous  members  of  the 
construction  unions  and 
building  trades  —  endorsed 
the  lab.  Fewer  than  a 
dozen  people  opposed  the 
lab.  City  Councilor  James 
Kelly  supported  the  pro¬ 
ject,  while  Councilors 
Chuck  Turner  and  Charles 
Yancey  both  rejected  it, 
saying  the  facility  would 
be  too  risky  to  bring  such 
highly  hazardous  research 


city. 

"This  is  probably  the 
most  important  decision 
that  you  will  ever  make  in 
your  entire  life,"  Councilor 
Turner  told  the  board. 

After  listening  to  the 
four  hours  of  testimony  by 
critics  and  supporters, 

BRA  board  members  took 
about  10  minutes  to  cast  its 
unanimous  yes  vote.  There 
was  little  discussion 
among  the  board  members 
prior  to  the  vote.  At  least 
one  board  member 
appeared  not  to  know

exactly  what  would  be 
researched  in  the  facility. 
BRA  Board  member 
Christopher  Supple,  who 
noted  that  the  BRA  was  to 
review  the  lab  from  a  real 
estate  and  land  use  per¬ 
spective,  said  it  wasn't 
clear  to  him  if  the  lab  was 
a  biodefense  lab  or  another 
type  of  biological  research 
facility  and  that  he  was 
confused  by  the  preceding 
testimony.  But,  he  said: 
"Personally  I  don't  have  a 
problem  if  it's  biodefense." 

Some  of  those  who  tes¬ 
tified  also  appeared 
unclear  as  to  the  type  of 
research  the  lab  will  con¬ 
duct.  Some  opponents 
called  it  a  bioterror  lab 


for  Lab 

while  some  supporters 
appeared  to  think  the  lab 
could  find  a  cure  for  their 
diabetes  or  prostate  cancer. 

One  man  whose  son 
has  autism  said  that  the 
lab  might  eventually  help 
his  son's  condition. 

The  types  of  research 
likely  to  be  conducted  in 
the  facility  include  the 
study  of  cures  and  treat¬ 
ments  for  anthrax,  hemor¬ 
rhagic  fevers,  SARS,  and 
other  such  deadly 
pathogens. 

Critics  of  the  lab  have 
pointed  to  dangerous  inci¬ 


dents  at  similar  labs  -  such 
as  when  a  Taiwanese 
researcher  went  to  a  con¬ 
ference  after  he  had  unwit¬ 
tingly  contracted  SARS  in 
a  level  4  lab  and  when  a 
shipment  of  West  Nile 
virus  burst  during  transit  - 
as  reasons  to  reject  the 
facility.  BU  officials,  how¬ 
ever,  said  the  lab,  which 
will  be  one  of  the  largest 
level  4  facilities  in  the 
nation,  will  be  safe  and 
secure,  and  that  no  exist¬ 
ing  level  4  lab  has  con¬ 
tributed  to  a  public  out¬ 
break  of  a  disease  being 
studied.  Only  about  five 
biosafety  level  4  labs  exist 
in  the  nation.

Judge  Decides  Gaiety's  Fate  Tuesday 
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the  1908  vaudeville  the¬ 
ater. 

Long's  decision  will 
likely  hinge  on  two  key 
factors:  one,  whether  he 
believes  the  Gaiety  Theatre 
is  still  a  "theater"  — 
Kensington  says  it  is  not  -- 
and,  two,  whether  the 
Glass  Slipper,  which 


would  be  displaced  by  the 
Kensington  tower,  would 
be  harmed  by  the  demoli¬ 
tion  of  its  neighbor. 

If  the  Gaiety  is  deter¬ 
mined  to  be  a  theater,  then 
zoning  of  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  where  it 
is  located  could  protect  it 
from  demolition.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  plan  for  the  area 


that  was  adopted  by  the 
city,  the  Midtown  Cultural 
District  Plan,  specifically 
identifies  the  Gaiety 
Theatre  to  be  reused  as  an 
Asian  cultural  center. 

Kensington  maintains 
that  the  theater's  use  was 
changed  over  a  decade  ago 
and  is  thus  no  longer  a 
theater.  Official  city  docu¬ 
ments,  however,  including 
the  application  to  demol¬ 
ish  the  Gaiety,  label  it  a 
"theater."  Kensington's 
lawyer  said  the  docu¬ 
ments'  use  of  the  word  is  a 
"mistake." 

The  day  before  the 
hearing,  Judge  Long 
toured  the  Gaiety  to  help 
in  making  his  decision. 

In  addition  to  arguing 
that  the  Gaiety  is  no 
longer  a  theater, 
Kensington's  attorney  also 
said  that  the  Glass  Slipper 
would  not  be  harmed  if 
the  Gaiety  were  razed  and 
therefore  has  no  standing. 

"I  don't  think  they  have 
the  right  to  be  here,"  said 
Kensington  attorney 
Rudolph  Pierce.  It  would 
be  no  different  for  the

adding  that  "we  want  the 
partnership  that  would  be 
best  for  the  community."

Writer,  TV  Host  Frank  Wu  Tackles  Racism

Does  racism  still  exist? 
Yes,  says  Frank  Wu,  a 
writer,  college  dean,  pub¬ 
lic-television  show  host, 
and  author  of  the  new 
book  "Yellow:  Race  in 
America  Beyond  Black  and 
White." 

Despite  what  many 
Americans  want  to  believe, 
Wu  told  students  at 
Bunker  Hill  Community 
College  last  week  that 
racism  still  exists  and  it's 
not  only  a  black  and  white 
issue. 

Wu,  who  has  appeared 
on  such  popular  shows  as 
"The  O'Reilly  Factor"  and 
"Oprah,"  illustrated  his 
point  with  stories  of  his 
own  experiences,  such  as 
one  story  involving  an 
unintentional  act  of  racism 
by  a  six-year-old  boy. 

A  boy,  aged  six  or 
seven,  had  approached  Wu 
as  the  two  crossed  paths 
on  a  sidewalk.  The  boy, 
who  was  not  Asian,  looked 
at  Wu  and  noticed  that  he 
is  Asian;  he  noticed  Wu's 
eyes  and  their  shape;  he 
noticed  his  black,  straight 
hair,  and  his  Asian  facial 
features. 

"As  soon  as  he  stops,  I 
know  what's  coming  next," 
said  Wu.  The  young  boy 
"strikes  a  pose  -  that 
karate,  kung  fu,  martial 
arts  pose"  -  and  then  says  - 
"'Ching  chong'  and  punch¬ 
es  or  kicks  into  the  air  and 
then  laughs  and  runs 


away." 

"I  could  chase  this  kid 
down  the  sidewalk,"  said 
Wu,  "holler  at  him  and  say

'you're  a  bigot,'  but  I 
would  never  do  that 
because  he  doesn't  have 
malice  in  his  heart." 

"And  yet,"  he  said, 
"there's  no  question  that 
what  he  does  is  racial." 

The  incident  has  hap¬ 
pened  more  than  once  to 
Wu,  who  said  that  other 
Asian  men  have  had  simi¬ 
lar  experiences.  These 
boys,  Wu  said,  don't 
approach  every  adult  male 
and  challenge  him  to  a 
karate  match.  "It's  only  if 
he  sees  someone  who 
looks  like  me.  Even  if  I'm 
wearing  a  coat  and  tie,  he's 
pretty  sure  I've  got  that 
black  belt  underneath." 

The  problem,  said  Wu, 
is  not  the  child  but  his  sur¬ 
roundings.  "He  watches 


television,  he  goes  to  the 
movies,  and  if  he  sees 
someone  on  the  screen. . . 
who  looks  like  me,  what  is 
it  I'm  doing?  Breaking  cin¬ 
der  blocks  with  my  head, 
like  in  'Crouching  Tiger, 
Hidden  Dragon.'" 

Because  the  boy  likely 
saw  Asians  in  films  and 
television  shows  playing 
roles  only  as  martial 
artists,  said  Wu,  he's 
"cued"  to  think  that  all 
Asians  are  kung  fu  or 
karate  experts. 

"These  images  are 
repeated  again  and  again, 
and  again,  so  often  that  he 
thinks  them  to  be  true." 

Americans  need  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  talk  about  and 
deal  with  racism  even 
when  its  symptoms  appear 
in  such  non-sinister  ways, 
said  Wu,  who  noted  that 
by  2050,  the  nation  will  not 
have  a  single  identifiable 
racial  majority. 


"We  will  have  to  deal 
with  that  fact,"  he  said.

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Census  reports, 
nearly  a  third  of 
the  U.S.  is  non¬ 
white  and  slightly 
more  than  one  in 
10  Americans  is 
foreign-bom. 

Wu's  book 
"Yellow"  explores 
race  and  how  it 
affects  Asian 
Americans. 

Wu  warned, 
however,  that 
everyone,  includ¬ 
ing  Asians  and 
other  minorities, 
can  become  perpe¬ 
trators  of  racism, 
too,  if  they  are  not 
careful. 

Illustrating  this 
point,  Wu  told  of 
an  experience 
when  he  was 
walking  to  his  car 
late  at  night  on  an 
unfamiliar  street. 
He  heard  footsteps 
approaching,  and 
he  glanced  back  to 


see  who  was 
approaching.  It 
was  a  young  black 
male. 

Knowing  noth¬ 
ing  about  the  man 
-  who  he  was  or 
why  he  was  on  the 
street  -  Wu  decid¬ 
ed  to  walk  faster, 
fearing  the  person 
could  be  danger¬ 
ous. 

Afterwards, 
feeling  guilt  and 
embarrassment, 
Wu  wondered 
how  the  young 
man  felt,  how  he's 
probably  experi¬ 
enced  such  an 
instance  before, 
and  how  his 
friends  who  are 
black  have  as  well. 

Wu  suggested 
that  these  non- 
aggressive  yet 
inappropriate  acts 
demonstrate  that 
racism  still  exists. 

"Some  of  my 
friends  who  are 


white,"  said  Wu, 
"say  'why  are  you 
obsessed  with 
race?"  Then  they 
say  to  Wu,  "you 
know,  I  really 


don't  think  about 
race  all  that  much 
myself."  Wu's 
response:  "That's 
exactly  part  of  the 
problem."

Lack  of  Exercise  a  Harm  to  Americans

Half  of  American 
adults  do  not  get  enough 
exercise.  Yet,  physical 
activity  has  many  benefits, 
especially  longer  life 
expectancy  and  enhanced 
quality  of  life. 
Unfortunately,  few  people 
engage  in  regular  physical 
activity  -  only  about  23% 
of  adults  in  the  United 
States  report  regular,  vig¬ 
orous  physical  activity  that 
involves  large  muscle 
groups.  Lack  of  physical 
activity  contributes  to 
many  health  risks  such  as 
heart  disease,  diabetes, 
stroke,  stress,  depression, 
and  obesity. 

Insufficient  physical 
exercise  is  not  limited  to 
adults.  More  than  a  third 
of  young  people  from 
grades  six  to  12  do  not  reg¬ 
ularly  exercise.  Often,  a 
lack  of  physical  activity 
and  unhealthy  eating  pat¬ 
terns  result  in  overweight 
children  and  adolescents. 
Television,  computer  and 
video  games  contribute  to 
children's  inactive 
lifestyles.  The  most  imme¬ 


diate  consequence  of  being 
overweight  for  young 
adults  is  social  discrimina¬ 
tion  associated  withlow 
self-esteem  and  depres¬ 
sion. 

Physical  Activity 
Suggestions: 

*  Be  physically  active. 
Activities  such  as  stretch¬ 
ing  or  Tai  Chi  Chuan  rou¬ 
tines  have  great  promise 
for  maintaining  flexibility 
and  are  appropriate  for 
adults  of  any  age. 

*  Exercise  at  least  30  min¬ 
utes  (adults)  or  60  minutes 
(children)  on  most  days  of 
the  week.  Walking  and 
light-exercise  can  also  be 
beneficial. 

*  Plan  family  activities  that 
provide  everyone  with 
exercise  and  enjoyment. 
Provide  a  safe  environ¬ 
ment  for  your  children  to 
play  actively;  encourage 
swimming,  biking,  skating, 
ball  sports,  and  other  fun 
activities.

Gaiety's  Days  Might  Be  Numbered 

Judge  to  Decide  if  Theater  is  a  " Theater "

Glass  Slipper,  Pierce 
argued,  if  its  neighbor  is  a 
vacant  lot  or  the  Gaiety, 
which  currently  "is  a  disas¬ 
ter."  (Kensington  has 
owned  the  theater  build¬ 
ing  for  nearly  two 
decades.) 

The  Glass  Slipper' s 
attorney,  Ken  Tatarian, 
responded:  "Doesn't  the 
owner  of  the  building  next 
to  the  Shubert  (Theater) 
get  to  say  'I'm  located  next 
to  the  Shubert'"? 

After  Tatarian  testified 
that  demolishing  the 
Gaiety  would  violate  zon¬ 
ing  Article  38,  which  pro¬ 
tects  theaters  in  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District 
regardless  of  their  land¬ 
mark  status.  Pierce  said 
that  Tatarian  "does  not 
represent  the  Attorney 


General." 

Months  prior  to  issuing 
the  demolition  permit, 
Boston's  Inspectional 
Services  Department  had 
said  it  could  deny  granting 
the  permit  because  of  zon¬ 
ing.  After  it  issued  the  per¬ 
mit,  Inspectional  Services 
did  not  return  several 
requests  from  Sampan  to 
explain  the  change  of  posi¬ 
tion. 

Dogged  theater  preser¬ 
vationists  have  worked  to 
save  the  Gaiety  over  the 
past  two  and  a  half  years 
and  view  the  Glass  Slipper 
as  the  last  opportunity  for 
saving  it. 

Lawsuits  challenging 
the  zoning  and  eminent 
domain  takings  --  which 
would  displace  the  Glass 
Slipper  —  were  filed  short¬ 
ly  after  the  city  approved 
the  Kensington  Place  pro¬ 


posal  last  year. 

Opponents  argue  that 
the  Planned  Development 
Area  (PDA)  zoning  desig¬ 
nation  that  Kensington 
was  granted  by  the  city  is 
illegal.  Allowing  it  to  con¬ 
struct  a  building  beyond 
the  height  permitted  by 
zoning,  PDAs  are  reserved 
for  development  sites  of 
one  acre  or  more  in  size. 
To  create  the  acre, 
Kensington  claims  that 
streets,  sidewalks  and  its 
neighbor's  property 
(through  a  private  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  neighbor) 
are  part  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  site. 

As  for  the  eminent 
domain  taking,  the  Glass 
Slipper  argues  that  its 
property,  which  is  within 
the  city's  only  district 
allowing  adult  entertain¬ 
ment,  should  not  be  forced 


to  sell  property  it  owns. 

The  Gaiety  has  been 
praised  for  its  acoustics, 
unobstructed  views  of  the 
stage,  and  its  fireproof 
construction.  Theater 
preservationists  argue  it's 
historically  important 
because  it  is  Boston's  last 
existing  playhouse  to  have 
featured  integrated  and 
African  American  perfor¬ 
mances  during  the  jazz 
age.  of  the  1920s. 

The  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  denied  grant¬ 
ing  the  Gaiety  a  landmark 
status  last  year  but  did  say 
that  it  "deserves  to  be  pre¬ 
served."  The  theater's 
architect,  Clarence 
Blackall,  also  designed  the 
Wang  and  Colonial 
Theatre. 


RANDOM  RESTAURANT  REVIEW 

Vinh-Sun  a  Light  BBQ  Delight

This  past  Thursday, 
Vinh-Sun  had  its  grand 
opening  in  Chinatown. 

-At  this  point  you  may 
be  wondering  to  yourself, 
"Another  Chinatown 
restaurant?" 

Well  for  those  that  are 
unacquainted  with  the 
East,  there  are  various  cat¬ 
egories  of  Chinese  food 
like  Cantonese,  Hokkien, 
and  Sze  Chuan.  Even 
Hong  Kong  has  their  indi¬ 
vidual  cuisine.  Within 
these  categories  there  are 
various  restaurants  of  dif¬ 
ferent  rankings  --  from 
small,  quick,  eateries  to 
grand  seafood  palaces.  A 
great  Chinatown  is  diverse 
and  has  an  array  of  restau¬ 
rants  that  specialize  in 
each  particular  region  or 
style  of  cooking. 

Vinh-Sun,  a  BBQ 
restaurant,  is  adding  to 
Chinatown's.  Yes,  there  are 
BBQ  restaurants  here,  but 
you  can't  order  a  whole 
roasted  pig  at  every  BBQ 
restaurant.  For  special 
occasions  such  as  Chinese 
New  Year,  weddings, 
Ching-Ming  (Ancestor 
Worship  Holiday)  or  any 
other  occasion  where  mul¬ 
titudes  of  friends  and  fam¬ 
ily  will  be  present,  a  BBQ 
restaurant  is  dearly  need¬ 
ed. 

There's  no  question 
about  the  quality  of  food 
at  Vinh-Sun,  which  is  co¬ 
owned  by  Bo  Shek  BBQ's 
former  chef.  Chinatown 
residents  and  patrons  have 
been  frequenting  Bo  Shek 
for  years  but  with  its 
recent  closing,  fans  of  the 
chef  can  continue  ordering 
whole  roasted  pig,  duck  or 
chicken  for  any  of  their 
special  occasions. 

Vinh-Sun's  menu  is 
similar  to  Hong  Kong 


Eatery's,  with  an  impres¬ 
sive  328  items.  Vinh-Sun 
also  offers  sophisticated 
teas,  milk  teas,  shaved  ice 
drinks  and  fresh  fruit 
smoothies  and  a  wine  list. 
The  menu  is  accommodat¬ 
ing  for  Western  palettes 
providing  common  classics 
such  as  toast  with  peanut 
butter  &  jam,  ham  with 
eggs,  "American  style  lo 
mein"  and  a  variety  of 
"sweet  and  sour"  dishes. 
Also  available  are  Chinese 
classics  and  personal 
favorites:  roast  duck, 
chicken  and  roast  pork 
with  rice  ($6.95),  Hainan 
chicken  rice  ($5.50),  spicy 
squid  with  rice  ($  5.50), 
dry  fried  seafood  udon 
noodles  ($7.25),  Hong 
Kong-style  noodles  in 
soup:  wonton  ($4.50),  beef 
brisket  or  beef  tendon  ( 
$4.50),  roast  pork  and 
wonton  ($5.50)  or  roast 
duck  with  wonton  ($5.50). 
The  important  thing  to 
remember  is  that  the  sky  is 
the  limit  here,  if  you  want 
a  combination  or  some¬ 
thing  that  is  not  on  the 
menu,  all  you  have  to  do  is 
ask,  they  will  be  able  to 
accommodate  you. 

The  best  way  to  gauge 
a  BBQ  restaurant  is  to  try 
the  BBQ.  The  poached 
chicken  must  not  be  too 
dry  and  the  Char-siu 
should  be  tender  —  not 
chewy  like  beef  jerky.  The 
roast  pork  skin  should  be 
crispy  but  not  too  brittle 
and  the  meat  should  be 
moist  and  tender.  Vinh- 
Sun's  chef  has  the  perfect 
technique  for  quality  bar- 
beque.  The  poached  chick¬ 
en  is  steamed  in  a  concoc¬ 
tion  only  known  to  the 
chef  but  there  are  traces  of 
scallion  found  on  the  skin. 
The  chicken  is  moist  and 
tender  and  served  with  a 
ginger  and  scallion  sauce.

Ah... the  sauce! 

It's  what  makes  good 
Chinese  barbeque.  The 
sauce  is  infused  with 
minced  fresh  ginger  and 
scallions  and  tastes  home¬ 
made.  It  compliments  the 
food  as  opposed  to  tasting 
merely  like  a  salt-laden 
coating  on  your  food. 

The  crispy  roast  pork  is 
on  the  fatty  side  but  the  fat 
is  easy  to  bite  off.  The 
meat  is  lighter  than  your 
average  pork  chop. 

Staying  true  to  Cantonese 
and  the  Hong  Kong  cui¬ 
sine,  the  pork  is  simple  but 
tasty.  Vinh-Sun's  chefs 
take  pride  in  not  bombard-  „ 
ing  the  pork  with  spices 
and  other  flavoring;  their 
cooking  brings  out  the  nat¬ 
ural  flavors  of  the  meat. 

The  BBQ  at  Vinh-Sun 
seems  lighter  than  it  does 
at  most  other  BBQ  restau¬ 
rants.  During  many  family 
gatherings.  I'll  often  fall 
into  a  food  coma  from  eat¬ 
ing  the  heavy  meats 
bought  from  the  local  BBQ 


restaurant.  I  seem  to  fair 
better  with  Vinh-Sun's 
lighter,  less  greasy  food.
